1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  ap- 
propriations of  the  same.

Namara,  or  as  far  as  said  appropriation  will  go. 

7.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  (|500.00)

Help  the  Warf  Effort  by  Preventing  Forest  Fires 

NO  ONE  is  exempt  from  helping  to  win  the  war! 
EVERYONE,  regardless  of  age,  has  his  or  her  place  in  the 
overall  eff,ort !  Some  men,  because  of  age  are  called  upon  to 
bear  arms;  man  ships,  submarines  and  planes;  minister  to 
the  injured  and  maintain  morale.  Women,  in  larger  num- 
bers, are  serving  with  the  armed  forces  as  nurses  and  mem- 
bers of  the  several  women's  military  oganizations — WACS, 
WAVES,  SPARS,  etc.  War  industry  has  taken  millions 
of  men  and  women  whose  accomplishments  have  been  the 
marvel  of  the  world.  Civilians  at  home  are  doubling  up  on 
their  activities  because  of  the  shortage  in  manpower,  pur- 
chasing bonds,  assisting  in  numerous  patriotic  undertak- 
ings, maintaining  home  morale  and,  on  the  whole,  carrying 
on  with  cheerfulness  and  determination  that  is  typically 
American.  Yet,  despite  the  time,  thought  and  effort  we  are 
all  putting  into  the  war  effort  in  general,  we  are,  true  to 
our  peculiar  American  characteristics,  heedless  and  care 
less  about  many  important  things  and  one  of  the  is  FIRE 
as  it  relates  to  our  forests. 

Much  harm  can  be  done  the  war  effort  because  of  our 
carelessness  with  fire.  Lumber  has  gone  to  war  in  a  BIG 
WAY !  Our  New  Hampshire  forests  are  contributing  their 
full  share  insofar  as  manpower  permits.     Fire,  the  greatest 
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enemy  of  the  forests,  destroys,  during  each  of  these  critical 
years,  hundreds  of  acres  of  valuable  trees  that  could  con- 
tribute to  the  war  effort.  Forest  fires  disrupt  the  war's 
business  by  taking  men  from  their  important  work  in 
industiy  and  on  the  farm  and  reduces  production  of  ne- 
cessary war  materials  and  food.  Forest  fires  require  the 
spending  of  mvich  money  and  material  that  might  otherwise 
be  diverted  into  vital  war  channels.  Forest  fires  are,  for 
tlie  most  part,  unnecessary  and  avoidable  for  ninety  eight 
percent  of  such  fires  are,  annually,  tlie  result  of  human 
carelessness  —  yours  and  mine.  This  can  and  should  be 
remedied— NOW !  YOU  can  HELP  THE  WAR  EFFORT 
by  PREVENTING  FOREST  FIRES!  The  rules  of  the 
game  are  simple. 

1.  Always  be  cai'eful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodlands. 

2.  Comply  with  regulations  governing  the  use  or  starting 
of  fires  there. 

Remember 

a.  You  need  written  permission  from  your  local  forest 
fire  warden  for  debris  burning  fires  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow. 

b.  Be  sure  your  match,  cigar,  cigarette  and  pipe  ashes 
are  OUT  before  dropping  them. 

3.  Be  fire-minded  NOW  as  never  before;  be  careful;  cau- 
tion others  to  be  careful ;  be  cooperative  and  thus  help 
your  warden,  your  town,  your  nation  and  yourself!

Mrs.  Tuttle  completed  two  summer  sessions  in  Normal 
School,  and  has  had  three  years  experience  in  large  rural 
schools.  She  has  loyally  returned  to  the  profession  as  an 
"emergency"  teacher.  Indeed,  one  teacher  in  every  ten 
schools  in  our  countiy  is  so  classified  today. 

You  are  fortunate  in  the  retention  of  your  principal, 
Miss  Patsourakos,  and  your  music  supervisor,  Mrs.  Gale.

Due  to  the  death  of  Mrs.  Bessie  Morency,  the  opening 
of  the  school  lunch  service  was  delayed  until  late  in  Jan- 
uary. Mrs.  Morency's  interest  in  the  health  and  happiness 
of  the  children  resulted  in  a  nutrition  program  of  practical 
value  to  your  community. 

Hot  lunches  are  now  being  prepared  at  school  by  one 
of  the  parents,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Poisson. 

The  lack  of  available  lunchroom  workers  has  neces- 
sitated the  discontinuance  of  the  lunclies  in  two  neighbor- 
ing schools.  You  are  to  be  commended  for  the  continuance 
of  this  service  in  Allenstown. 

Your  teachers  and  pupils  have  been  active  contributors 
to  the  war  effort.  In  addition  to  the  purchase  of  war 
stamps  and  bonds,  six  bushels  of  dried  milkweed  floss  were 
collected  and  delivered  to  the  government  for  making  life 
jackets  for  our  armed  forces.  The  total  school  contribu- 
tion from  this  Union  was  162  bushels.  Proceeds  from  the 
sale  were  divided  among  the  pupils,  who  contributed,  or 
were  deposited  with  the  club  fun  of  the  school. 

In  the  salvage  drive  for  waste  paper,  recently  conduct- 
ed by  the  schools,  Allenstown  more  than  doubled  its  quota 
by  the  collection  of  4110  pounds.  Proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
paper,  amounting  to  |30.83  have  been  deposited  in  the  local 
bank.  This  with  other  funds  will  be  applied  towards  the 
purchase  of  a  new  16  m.m.  sound-on-film  projector. 

PATHS  TO  BETTER  SCHOOLS,  issued  this  month 
by  the  National  Education    Association  of    Washington, 
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D,  C,  says  we  believe,  "Increased  use  of  audio-visual  aids, 
which  should  come  rapidly  as  materials  and  personnel  are 
released  after  the  war,  will  increase  greatly  the  thoroness 
and  extensiveness  of  learning." 

The  Contract  of  last  year  for  instruction  in  manual 
training,  domestic  science,  and  physical  education  has  been 
continued  with  the  Pembroke  Grammar  School.  The  prac- 
tical arts  courses  are  given  regularly  to  the  pupils  of  Gra- 
des Seven  and  Eight. 

The  growing  scarcity  of  teachers  and  the  correspond- 
ing increase  in  the  cost  of  maintaining  small  elementary 
schools  present  a  serious  financial,  as  well  as  an  education- 
al, problem  throughout  our  country.  Last  year  the  average 
cost  per  pupil  in  the  public  elementary  schools  of  New 
Hampshire  was  |95.95.  The  average  cost  in  Allenstown 
was  more  than  |125.00  per  pupil.  In  this  specific  situa- 
tion, if  Allenstown  had  paid  both  tuition  and  transporta- 
tion to  a  nearby  school,  the  actual  saving  in  cost  of  elemen- 
tary education  would  have  been  $2,480.62. 

For  both  financial  and  educational  reasons,  your 
Superintendent  recommends  that  at  the  annual  district 
meeting  the  voters  be  given  opportunity  to  empower  their 
school  board  to  enter  into  contract  with  a  neighboring  dis- 
trict for  elementary  school  privileges  for  all  public  school 
children  in  Allenstown. 

Present  and  postwar  problems  are  destined  to  bring 
forth  changes  in  the  organization  of  our  schools;  to  focus 
emphasis  on  new  areas  of  learning ;  and  to  intensify  the 
ideal  of  the  "equal  chance".  To  this  end  the  schools  value 
and  solicit  the  intelligent  cooperation  of  every  home  and 
the  genuine  interest  of  all  citizens.
